What: Seventy works of art ranging in date from 1982 through 1997 have been 

selected for a major exhibition called Cleveland Collects Contemporary Art, 
which will survey key artists and trends that have defined contemporary art 
during the past 15 years. The media are large-scale paintings, sculpture, and 
photo-based works. A fully illustrated catalogue will be available. 

Who: Sixty artists working locally, nationally, and internationally are represented. 

Thirty individuals and companies in the Greater Cleveland area who have 
collected contemporary art have agreed to lend works to the exhibition. Tom 
Hinson, Curator of Contemporary Art and Photography at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art, organized the exhibition. All but one of the artists are living 
and working. 

When: Sunday, November 8, 1 998 through Sunday, January 1 0, 1 999 

Where: One venue only, the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Why: This show will demonstrate the passion of area collectors for the art of our 

times. Through the generosity of the lenders, the Cleveland audience will have 
access to a wonderful local resource that is ordinarily not available for public 
viewing. 

How: Sponsored by Hahn Loeser & Parks and Ernst & Young. 

Background: Through exhibitions presented in 1972, 1980, and 1986, the CMA has sur- 
veyed the holdings of modem and contemporary art assembled by private 
collectors who reside in or have ties to the Cleveland area. This first such 
exhibition in over a decade, however, also includes works from corporate 
collections.
